Dutch1/  the  German  ancestors  having  the  nano  n  2i*rte M  or 
"tiroes, n  *  Thorn  is  no  known  written  evidence  on  this  -ooir.t. 

It  can  only  be  assumed  that  the  orogenit  r.rs  re  re  included, 
in  the  migration  of  the  many  Huron  cans  to  the  domain  of 
William  Penn,  or  that  Hoses  Sarvis  ,  perhaps  of  the 

family  of  a.  Hessian  soldier  remaining  in  America  after  the 
Revolution.  Johnson  Sarvis  operated  a  foundry  at  Hast 
Waterford,  Pa.,  a  feu  miles  west  of  Ickcsburg,  home  village 
of  Nicholas  I  ekes  and  founded  .by  the  latter  in  Inly. 

On  his  twentieth  birthday  Johnson  Sarvis  married  Serai*.  Ickos, 
not  yet  seventeen.  After  eighteen  year s  the  family  moved 
by  ox- team  (and  d cub 1 1 c s s  MC one s t oga  w-egon”  to  Ill! r.o i s . 

They  lived  first  in  Stephenson  Co.  and  thou  moved  to  Grundy 
county.

A  few  months  ai'ter  Thomas  Sarvis  was  discharged  iron 
the  army  he  married  Annie  Clover  a.t  Dwignt ,  Illi  ,  a  t or:, 
fifteen  miles  from  the  Sarvis  home  and  a  center  for  better 
shopping.  In  muddy  weather  the  trip  to  Dwight  might  take  t~o 
days,  with  a  "mud-cart "--a  box'  on  the  reair  wheels  of  a  wagon- 
-and  perhaps  four  horses.  A  drainage  diten  toward  the  e~st 
traversed  the  Sarvis  land.  In  the  80’ s  underground  drains
